Britain Rescinds

Coercion in Vise Granting 
Given as Reason for Clos- 
ing of Consulate. 


Denies Charge. 

London, September 1.—The Dai- 
ly Chronicle, says that Fred C. 
Slater, the American consul at 
Newcastle, in an interview last 
night said with regard to the with- 
drawal of his exequatur: 

“The only reason I know for the 
drasti¢ step taken by the British 
government is that I was suspect- 
ed of favoring the American lines. 
This I deny.”

London, August 31.—Alleged ef- 
forts of the American consul at New- 
castle to induce British subjects to 
travel on United States ships have 
resulted in the withdrawal: of the 
consulate’s powers by Great Britain. 
The consulate was closed Thursday 
and a notice was posted that the Brit- 
ish government had withdrawn its 
consular powers. 

It was learned reliably that the 
British withdrew official recognition 
of both Consul Slater and Vice-Con- 
sul Russell Brooks, stationed at New- 
castle. It was claimed they had at- 
tempted virtually to coerce British 
subjects who applied for passport 
vises into traveling on American ves- 
sels. About six weeks ago, it was 
learhed, the British foreign office no- 
tified the United States that it was 
in possession of evidence regarding 
the alleged coercion and proposed the 
withdrawal of the .Newcastle consu- 
late’s powers, promising, however, to 
defer action for a month if _ the 
United States meant'me saw fit to 
remove the consular officers there.

Tried To Shield Son. 

“Well I. tried to. Lotd knows 
I tried. But I got out of work 
at Charleston when they closed 
the navy yard and I finally had 
to go to Birmingham before I 
could get a job. it wasn’t much 
of a job, and it separated me 
from this boy. There was a fa- 
tality in it. ® 

“It was then that he. came to 
Atlanta and got: into bad com- 
pany. It was then that he stole 
from Revelle. Now I had been 
a good friend to Revelle. I had 
loaned him amoney. I had help- 
ed him out of difficulties and if 
I ever needed a friend it was at 
that time. If Revelle had only 


written me that the boy had 
stolen I would have caught the 
first train to Atlanta.

MOIST REDS AND DRY. REDS. 


- As the country grows drier, or so 


it is claimed, more *and more noses 
grow réd. For a long ‘time I have been 
not a little discomfited and even dis- 


.concerted by the appeals of readers, 


particularly fair, readers, for some- 
thing to “remove a red nose.” At last 
I have fouftid a way out of the predic- 
ament. 1 am now énabled to divide red 
noses irito two great classes, the moist 
reds and the dry reds, and later, if I 
find myself greatly harassed, I may 
make several subdivisions of these 
classes, thus making it clear to the 
reader why I can’t prestribe for-red 
nose without an accurate diagnosis 


of the class or subdivision of the in- 


dividual case. 


Meanwhile, howéver, the moist red' 


nose seems to have a special’ affinity 
for very tender years even unto child- 
hood, whereas the dry red nose flour- 
ishes among the more mature. 


Granulosis rubri nasi, as we doc- 


tors call moist red nose, is, in com- 


mon parlance, a form-of dermatitis |. 
miscropapulosa crythematosa hy peri- 
drotica familiar in children and girls 


who have cold hands and feet on 


slight provocation. The- skin ever the 


nose. is red and perhaps shows minute 


dark red points scattered through the 


light red surface, together with lit- 
tle beads of perspiration. Often there 
is also excessive sweating of the feet 


and hands. The redness fades away 


when pressed with the finger. .The 
nose is cold to the touch, like a dog’s. 
The condition is seldom seen after 
the ’teens. It seems to disappear spon- 
taneously when the salad days are 
over, The best relief I can suggest is 
a gentle mopping of the nose each 
night before ‘retiring, with a pledget 
of cotton wet with this solution: 
ee clue u on 5 grains 
Saliflic acid .........<5 grains 
Extract of witch hazel.. 1 ounce 
The dry red nose is either a case 


of plain perversity or acne rosacea. 


If it is just perversity, the bloom 
never comes to a head, but shines 
constantly out like a- beacon, the 
never failing dash of lurid color giv- 
ing the nose and owner distinction 
like cord tires. If it is acne rosacea 
the nose seems to fairly swell with 
pride and " time thrusts out little 
pseudopods ‘like an ameba, until it 
becomes an object of constant sur- 
veillance on the part of the owner, let 
alone his friends. But I refer here to 
the nose that is red from nure per- 
versity.

Premiums totaling $10,000 are being 
offered for; swine alone and - accord- 
ing to Mr. Mills, more than 3,000 
animals are expected. 

“The standard of the Georgia hog is 
being raised to a higher degree each 
year,” Mr. Mills states, “and each 
‘year sees them give the outside ex- 
hibitors, who come to Atlanta from 
every section of the country, much 
harder competition.”

New Hope Felt. 
But the announcement that the 


flames were subdued added hope to }’ 


the grey-faced groups who wait in 
shifts at the entrance of the pit and 
gave new strenght to the grim workers 
battering at rock walls in subterran- 
ean passages in the hope of finding 
their friends alive. 

Rescue workers descending the 
shaft this morning got as far as the 
2.400 foot level in mine skips, went 
100 feet further on ladders. They 
found the smoke greatly diminished. 


|The water pipes at the side of the shaft 


were still too hot to touch. Temper- 
ature at the 2.500 foot mark was ten 
degrees hotter than sixty feet above, 
but there was little gas. 

The second attempt to reach the, 
Argonaut lower levels from the Ken- 
nedy was the result of a meeting of 
rescue experts from mines of the 
mother lode and from the state and 
federal mine ‘fescue departments. 
This body last night took charge of 
rescue work. 

Hope that the miners are still alive 
was still firmly held by the consult- 
ing experts.

between Germany and Belgium, the 
latter agreeing to accept treasury bills 
from the German government, pay- 
able in six months, in lieu of cash pay- 
ments to which Belgium 1s entitled 
under a priority agreement. | 

The commission took the view that 
the proposal of the German govern~ 
ment respecting deliveries of coal and 
wood in 1922-23, which involved pri- 
vate contracts between the German 
government and German industrial in- 
terests, was conditional on granting | 
a full moratorium, and therefore the 
commission did: not feel justified in 
accepting it, but reserved the right 
to accept the offer if present arrange- 
ments for the delivery of coal ané 
wood were deemed to be unsatisfac- 
tory. It is believed that this offer 
will be accepted within a short time. 

Text of Decision. 

The text of the decision reads: 

“The reparation commission, after 
examining the new request for a 
moratorium, dated July 12, 1922, and 
taking into account the fact that the 
German state has lost its credit, both 
internal and external, and that the 
mark has «epreciated continuously 
down to three one-thousandths of 1ts 


normal value, decides: 
“Firstly, to defer its decision on the 
request of the German government 
until the commission has completed its 
scheme for the radical reform of Ger- 
man public finances, including: 
“(A) Balancing of the budget. (B) 
In the event of the governments 
represented on the reparations com- 


thereto, reduction of Germany’s for- 
eign obligations in so far as may be 
considered necessary for the restora- 
tion of her credit. (C) Currenty re- 
form. (D) The issue of foreign and 
internal loans in order to consolidate 
the financial situation: 
To Accept Treasury Bills. 

“Secondly, with a view to giving 
time for reparations and the carrying 
out of the measure referred to under 
paragraph 1 above, the commission 
agrees to accept in payment of the 
cash installments falling due August 
15 and September 15, and, unless in 
the meantime other arrangements are 
made, of the further cash installments 
falling due between October 15 and 
December 31, 1922, German govern- 
ment six months’ treasury bills paya- 
ble in gold and guaranteed {In such 
manner as may be agreed upon be- 
tween the German government and the 
government of Belgium (to which 
power the payments have been assig@- 
ed) or in default of such government, 
by the deposit of gold in a foreign 
bank approved by Belgium.” 


Sir John Bradbury said to the 
Associated Press correspondent: 

“The effect of this arrangement is 
that Germany gets a respite for the 
remaining cash payments due’ this 
year, provided she can find suitable 
guarantees for the payment of trea- 
sury bills due at the end of six 
months under the _ decision. The 
question now leaves the commission 
and becomes a matter for direct ne- 
gotiation between the Berlin and 
Belgian governments. 

“In default of these payments, Ger- 
many must agree to deposit go) in 
foreign banks, but the ambunt of this 
deposit is to be decided by Germany 
and Belgium.” 


German Delegates Pleased. 


Herr Schroeder, head of the Ger- 
man delegates, when asked his opinion 
of the decision said: 

“It is a good thing, as representing 
a respite in the reparations question.” 

“Do you consider it a victory,” a 
correspondent inquired. — 

“I would not say that,” replied he. 
“But certainly it is most satisfactory 
to me, personally. I think the respite 
will temporarily improve German ex- 
change, which is the object for which 
we have been fighting all along.” 

Herr Schroeder declined to suggest 
what guarantees will be furnished to 
Belgium, as the matter row is in the 
hands of the German government. 
Asked if he thought the German gov- 
ernment would place a gold deposit in 
anv country, he replied: : 

“That is a matter for the German 
government, but personally I do not 
think so, and I wonld not advise it, 
as reducing the gold in the treasury 
wenld damage exchange.

One British sub- 
ect claims he appfied for a ssport 
vise at the. Newcastle consufftte and 
was practically told that a vise was 
obtainable only if he travelled on an 
American vessel. .He thereupon re- 
served a stateroom on a shipping 
board vessel—though not paying for 
it—and returned to the consulate. 
Upor explaining that he had made the 
reservation, he obtained a vise at 
once, he says. 
however, to travel on any ship he 
chose. 

Another Britisher alleged that the 
consul, after delaying issuance of a 
vise, finally said: ‘‘You seem to be a 
decent sort of chap. I'll vise your 
passport on condition—that you go to 
America on the United States lines.” 

Woman Testifies. 

One woman, it was alleged, said the 
only way sh@could obtain a vise was 
to purchase a ticket for an American 
steamer and presenting it to the con- 
sulate.

Washington,

ELECTRIC POWER 


For hi first six months of 19227 
Georgia is ranked fourth among all of 
the states east of the ippt river 
and tenth among all states of the 
union in the production of electricity 
by water power, accordi = to figures 
just released by the United States geo- 
logical survey of the department of 
the inter} 

During ti these six months, Georgia 
produced from her water power de- 
velopments 279,442,00 kilowatt hours 
vt electricity, this being 3.2 per cent 
of the total hydro-electric energy pro- 
duced in the 48 states during a simi- 
lar period. What is also considered 
a remarkable fact is that 87 per cent 
cf the .total electric power produced 
ir. Georgia is secured from water pow- 
er developments on Georgia streams, 
only 13 per cent of the power being 
dependent on fuel for its production. 
This is considered particularly for- 
turate during the present coal crisis. 

Only New York, Pennsylvania and 
Suuth Carolina, east of te Mississip- 
pi, exceed Georgia in hydro-electric 
production, while California, Iowa, 
Michigan, Montana, Washington and 
Iduho, west of the river, exceed her 
totul production. South Carolina is 
the only southern state to approach 
Georgia's output.

ered at the capitol Thursday. 

The bill as originally introduced by 
Representative Syomag of Meriwether, 
yp .rported to be a bill to abolish the 
position of special counsel for the 
vtate highway department. Somehow 
in the house or senate an amendment 
was tacked on to the bill which clothes 
tLe chaifman cf the highway depart- 
ment with autho.ity to name all en- 
gineers and others connected with the 
department. Under the law creating 
the department authority to select tlre 
district engineers und other employees 
was vested in the state highway engi- 
neer, 

An investigation of the manner in 
which the amendment was tacked on 
was made Thursday and no informa- 
tion could L: obtained £8 to how it 
was . It is signed by the speak- 
er of the house, the president of the 
senate and the governor but the bill 
does not show on its face who intro- 
duced the amendment or when it was 
passed. 

Through the passage of the Dill 
control ofthe patronage of the high- 
way UWepartment passes virtually to 
t!. governor. The governor has the 
authority to name the chairman of 
the. highway department and _ the 
chairman has the authority now to 
appoint all engineers and employees. 
Jvhn N. Holder, an appointee of gov- 
ernor Thomas W. Hardwick, is now 
chairman of the. state highway de- 
partment, , 

The amendmei.t provides that the 
highway board shall be empowered to 

make the appointments and when it 
is not in session such authority is 
vested in the chairman. The board 
meets only at infrequent intervals and 
this virtually gives authority to make 
all appointments to the state high- 
way engineer.

The plain 
milk soup is not so inappropriays 
for summer, and may be used in 
diet of children to advantage, If 
adults would make an entire meal of 
some vegetable milk soup on a very 
warm day they would probably feel 
more refreshed than if they selected 
merely ice-cold dishes. 

Thereis no time like summer for 
making vegetable soup because of 
the cheapness of vegetables. More« 
over, the well-made vegetable soup 
is tempting save on extremely warm 
days. However, it should be made 
fairly thin. This does not mean. that 
it should be watery, but that there 
should not be much solid vegeta 
in it. The experienced cook needs 
no direction for making vegetable 
soup. Whatever vou use for this type 
of soup, it is well always to have to- 
mato and a little onion. For the 
rest you may use the water in which 
almost any vegetable has been boiled 
—asparagus, celery, spinach, carrots, 
etc. Cabbage water makes a rather 
strongly flavored soup. If you wish 
any cabbage, it is better to add a 
few leaves of young cabbage, well 
shredded, to the soup kettle. It is 
not necessary to have any meat stoek 
for the vegetable soup when no meat 
is used. Jf any meat: stock is used 
it should be thoroughly rid of any 
suggestion of fat. Beans, potatoes 
and other starchy vegetables should 
be used sparingly if at all in the sum- 
mer soup.

There are very few complexions 
that are not greatly benefited by ap- 
plications of good creams. In the 
big cities, or manufacturing districts, 
the air is filled with sooty particles 
that settle upon the skin. Ordinary 
cleansing with soap and wéter will 
not remove this soil where a cream 
will as it can be worked into the pores 
dislodging these particles. There are 
virtues in the use of cream for & 
massage—since the oils nourish, keep- 
ing the skin youthful and elastic— 
that mean less tendency to form lines. 

As people advance in years the oils 
in the body are being absorbed, which 
is the reason for so many skins shriv- 
eling. Such péople should use cold 
cream liberally. “ It.is the thin, nev- 
ous, energetic woman who is apt to 
age in this way unless she feeds both 
her skin and her body generously, 
Her cream should be made from the 
best vegetable oils, since they are both 
nourishing and cleansing. Of course, 
there is no harm in using the cleans- 
ing cream for its own purpose, but it 
has very little in it for nourishment. 

The stout woman does not need the 
same amount of cream as the thin one 
but she cannot neglect the cleansing 
process. During the hot season the 
cleansing cream is all that she will 
need. In this there is often no vege- 
table oil to fatten, and the bulk is 
comprised of a mineral oil which only 
acts as a lubricant. This makes a 
good cream for those incilned to oily 
skins. 

Vanishing creams have their uses 
since they produce a temporary effect 
of softness. I do not think, however, 
they are a good choicé for constant 
use as they close the pores, retaining 
whatever soil there is on the skin.

If the authorities have evidence of 
any kind against the men, other than 
they were in Hamburg the day before

fully. Counsel for Davis and Deas 
says that the charges against the men 
are so weak that they are ridiculous 
and he declares this will be absolutely 
and undoubtedly developed as soon as 
any investigation is made.
